Milwaukee Street Car 


Findings 


A civil action brought to collect 


a penalty payable to a county treas- 
urer cannot undergo a form of ju- 
dicial transformation so as to pun- 
ish an action as for a misdemeanor, 
is the opinion of .the Wisconsin su- 
preme court1 in'a decision"in the case 
of Paul Kuder again Waukesha 
county. 
Tiiat county passed 
an 


ordinance 
fixing 
tho automobile 


speed limit at 30 miles and provided 
fines of not less than ?10 nor more 
than $100. 
This money was to he 


paid into the county treasury. Ku- 
der was arrested .for -a violation- of 
the ordiance and fined ?25 and costs. 
He appealed on tho ground..that the 
evidence was not •• sufficient to justi- 
fy the finding. The supreme court 
found that the evidence was suffi- 
cient, hut reversed the case on oth- 
er grounds. 
"The judgment, must be reversed," 


says Justice Eschweiler, "because it 
is in form and effect a judgment 
which could properly

^ FALLEN IDOL-OR A TUMBLED TOTEM 


EKBERT HOOVER has wired his congratulations to Sen- 


* * ator Harding: "Congratulations on your nomination and; 
on the great opportunity it affords you to interpret the desires 
of the American people," is the way he puts it. 
, 


At which there is great perturbation among the Hooventes, 


and deprecatory nodding of heads, and woeful wagging of 
tonguesr-onotiier idol cracked and tumbled; another deflated 
hero. How are the mighty fallen: It's the story of the Fall of 
the House of Hoover, not so thiilling as Foe's Fall of the House 
of Ush«r5 but dramatic in its doleful denouement. 


For months prior to the recent Republican national con- 


vention, a well groomed and organized clique—men who pricked 
their ears and clicked their heels at the first notes of Rule Brit- 
tan-ia—have been'trumpeting the Braise of Hoover. To them 
Herbert was a little demi-god; hT was not like .the rest of men. 
They stood him on a' pedestal and built around him a hall of 
fame. Everything that came from his lips through his coterie 
of press ageats was full of Delphic meaning. Here was a man 
amons men, TO mean politician: ..living in a. serencr and loftier 
atmosphere than the rest of the'race of men, a seer, a prophet 
who was to lead us out of t'he wilderness. 


And Herbert himself gave encouragement to the professors 


and pollyanna syrup celerie of reformers and the-hands-across- 
the-sea "group of Nev York gentlemen with fat pocket books 
who sit at the club. A few mon-ths ago he announced that he 
did not know what party he was affiliated with at that time, 
that there \vere a largo number of issues upon which he wanted 
to ascertain the par'.itJs altitudes, before he committed himself 
to any party. His long residence in England undoubtedly put 
him out of touch with public affairs in America. When this 
statement was m:.:!e (he Hoover chorus went into ecstaries and 
cried out: "Here is the p.:an we h;;ve been seeking.. He is above 
parly auilh'.tions. You've got to show Herb before he stamps 
liis iniCTin-.ntur on £.«y political party." 


Then there bc.gan a pro-cess of evolution on Herbert's part, 


as a professor would say. or as a pragmatic politician' would call 
it. Herbert began to trim. Within a month after the remote and 
detached Hoover niudc the above announcement, he stepped 
down from his pedestal and announced that he was a Republi- 
can, of progressive tendencies. He did not state'how more or 
less remote his progressive tendencies were. The intimation 
was that he was cf the lately developed mavericft type, a con- 
servative progressive. He did not take the public into his con- 
fidence as to how he had so quickly reached the conclusion that 
the Republican party stood for the numerous issues which led 
him to hesitate a few weeks before in making his choice. He 
undoubtedly consulted his political ouija board. 


At this second statement there was considerable disappoint- 


ment among the political elect who were promoting a candidate 
without a party. But they were not undone by Herbert's flop 
but continued to beat the tom-toms for Hoover. 


They continued it up to and during the Chicago convention. 


The staff correspondent of the Milwaukee Journal, Frederick 
William Wile and all the Anglo-Saxon group of correspondents 
discovered even- day (hat there was an undercurrent for Hoover, 
lhat somehow, somewhere the convention would turn to Herbert 
as their savior. No one outside the hands-aeross-the-sea group 
cf correspondents could discover an iota of Hoover sentiment. 
The sentiment did not evidently get a ticket to the convention. 
When running strongest the best Hoover got was 5JA votes. 
One wise old politician at the convention expressed great dis- 
appointment at this showing, r.s he had allotted six votes to 
him. 
. 
' 


The end of the sad chapter and the unkindest cut of all is 


Hoover's support of Harding as indicated in his telegram. The 
v.'ho'e Hoover clioue had one note in their profession of political 
faith,—the League cf Nations. On Feb. 8 of this year Hoover 
stated i'hnt if the treaty became "an issue in the presidential 
election, he would, barring necessary reservations, "vote for 
the party ghat stands for the league." The Republican plat- 
form decs jy;-t measure up to this requirement in a single iota. 
The Deirtocr;it:c convention gives every indication that it will 
either adopt the League of Nations in toto as Wilson demands, 
or at li-asl, with reservations. Yet Hoover, who a few months 
ago said he would "vote for the party which stands for the 
league," is supporting the party which stands nowhere on the 
league, and not even giving the "Democratic leaguers" an op- 
portunity to declare themselves. No wonder the Milwaukee 
Journal ejaculates mournfully: 


'"The country wouldn't care much whether Mr. Hoover was 


a Republican or a Democrat, but it would care a great deal for 
Mr. Hoover's opinion if he would let it believe that it was rooted 
in principle." 


After all the nosings of Mr. Hoover as a man of principle, 


superior to party affiliations; after the months of laudation by 
the King George chorus, with its sanctimonious cant and lec- 
tures to the American people, we are brought face to face with 
the fact that Mr. Hoover is a politician who has been playing 
the game,—a plain, ordinary, "regular," party politician.
